3. To establish the date of completion of the invention of this application, the 
following attached documents are submitted as evidence: 
- invention disclosure document 
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- pages from a Final Report dated November, 2000. 

4. The attached invention disclosure document is a true and correct copy of the 
invention disclosure document completed and signed by each named inventor. 

5. The attached invention disclosure document, dated May 22, 2000 and signed by 
the inventors on May 17, 2000 shows, in section 3 of sheet 2 ("Proof on Conception") 
that the present invention was written or drawings made on Tanuary 10, 2000 . The 
above time interval is prior to the June 29, 2001 filing date of U.S. Pat. No. 6,577,219 to 
Visser cited by the USPTO Examiner in the Official Action of March 16, 2005. 

6. Evidence of reduction to practice of the invention by November 2000 is 
presented, with reference to pages from a Final Report dated November 2000 enclosed 
with the present declaration. Page 71 of the Final Report contains Figure 82 depicting a 
photograph of the present invention on a chip. Figure 82, on page 71 of the Final Report 
is evidence that the invention was reduced to practice by November 2000, prior to the 
June 29, 2001 filing date of Visser. Figure 82, on page 71 of the Final Report will be 
commented in detail below. 

7. As a representative of HRL Laboratories, LLC, I submit that claim 19 is as filed, 
and thus is directed to inventions that was reduced to practice by November 2000, prior 
to the June 29, 2001 filing date of Visser. 

8. I further submit that a device in accordance with the recitation of claim 19 was 
reduced to practice by November 2000. With reference to Figure 82, on page 71 of the 
Final Report, the following should be noted: 

a) Claim 19 recites an "inductor having a plurality of windings, wherein each 
winding of the plurality of windings is symmetric about a center of the inductor, 
said plurality of windings being arranged in a common plane." Figure 82, on 
page 71 of the Final Report shows two inductors in the left portion of the Figure 
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82, wherei n each one is wound in a common plane in to two circles about a single 
point. 

9. 1 submit that Visser does not claim the same patentable i avention of the present 
application.
